cally ‘completed the manuscript of his 
long expected book. Parts of it have 
been shown to likely foreign buyers 
I believe the former kaiser is 
standing out for $1,000,000 for the for- 
eign rights, and that he is practically 
certain to get that sum. At the pres- 
ent rate of exchange the arhount is 
equal to nearly 300,000,000 marks, or 
four times what he has received from 
Germany since the revolution. Beside 
that figure the royalties from the sale 
of the German edition will be small in- 
deed.”

JURY LOCKED 
WITH BURCH FATE 


Sent to Hotel for Night;

Kennedy failed to reach a verdict to- 
night. Judge Sidney Reeve allowed the 
four women and eight men to go to 
their hotel at 9:30 o’clock. It was re- 
ported they stood seven for conviction, 
four for acquittal, and one not voting 
on the first ballot. 

The case went to the twelve at 4:49 

o’clock this afternoon. At 5:30 they 
went to dinner without having taken a 
single ballot.

Mrs. Elizabeth Williamson, 53 years 
old, 7930 Maryland avenue, Grand 
Crossing, was found murdered yester- 
day. The discovery was made by her 
husband and son when they returned 
from work. Immediate search was. 
started for Thomas Mahaney, released 
as cured ten months ago from the state 
asylum for insane at Dunning, who 
Was seen entering the Williamson 
bungalow about the time Mrs. William- 
son was slain. Mahaney was arrested 
on May 7, charged with being a moron. 
The murder was committed in the 
hearing of Mahaney’s mother, Mrs. 
Mary Mahaney, a widow who is par- 
tially blind and paralyzed. Mrs. Ma- 
haney, who is the sister of Mrs. Wil- 
Uamson, heard a struggle in the other 
room but was unable to make any out- 
cry or go to her sister's assistance be- 
cause of her affliction. 

When Mrs. Williamson’s husband, 
Charles A. Williamson, and his son, 
Leslie, returned from work several 
hours after the murder, they were un- 
able to gain entrance to the house. 
The father boosted Leslie up to a win- 
dow.

WOMAN’S PLEA’ 
FOR LORD’S SEAT

LONDON, May 19.— [By Tribune 
Wireless. I— The house of lords today 
rejected the claim of Lady Rhondda, 
who is a peeress in her own right, to a 
writ of summons to the house of lords, 
thus confirming the antiquated legal 
status that a peer of the realm is not 
necessarily, although for centuries 
they invariably have been, a peer of 
parliament. 

Some time ago the courts decided 
that there was no legal obstacle to 
Lady Rhondda or any other peeress in 
her own right sitting in the house of 
lords. She then petitioned for a writ 
of summons. 3 

Originally the house of lords was 
constituted by peers of the realm sum- 
moned by the king to act as advisers, 
and in many cases the peers were cre 
ated merely by the issuance of a writ. 
Then the custom grew to issue a writ 
to every peer, but according to the 
lords’ interpretation this has not been 
an established right. It is still a mat- 
ter of the king’s pleasure, which means 
the will of the government, whether 4 
peer is summoned to parliament. —

Adam Prochowski, notdPious as the 
“Gold Coast. Burglar,” who five years 
ago baffied the police and a small army 
of private guards by the cunning with 
which he robbed millionaires’ resi- 
dences, was shot and killed early this 
morning while he was attempting to 
rob the home of Henry A. Blair, presi- 
dent of the Chicago Surface lines, at 
2735 Prairie avenue. 

Prochowski was killed by Capt. 
Charles Phaus, a farmer regular army 
man, who was — * a private 


watchman. 


The alarm’ that a burglar was trying 
to enter the house was given by Miss 
Anita Blair, daughter of the traction 
magnate. Miss Blair was sleeping on 
the second floor of the old mansion. 
Phaus also had a room on that floor. 
In that room he kept by him a shot- 
gun and a revolver. When warned. 
by Miss Blair he hurried to a window 
and fired. Prochowski ran. He was. 
found dead in the alley. 

This was the third attempt to rob 
the Blair residence. The first 
in March. The police compared the 
date of that attempt with the fact 


that Prochowski escaped from Jolie: 


penitentiary on March 20. It is ‘sus 


pected that the attempt in March to- 


also the fatal third one this morning 
were all made by Prochowski. 
Phaus Captain in War. 

Phaus, who served fourteen years 
in the regular army, was a lieutenan! 
before the war. When he was ordered 
to the front it was with the rank of 
captain. Upon the expiration of his 
service he resigned and entered the 
employ of Mooney & Boland, private 


| detectives. 


Phaus had been detailed to ‘guard 
duty in the vicinity of the Blair resi- 


dence. But after the second attempt 


at burglary there he had been engaged 
to become a guard in the Blair resi- 
dence alone. He was given a room on 
the second, floor from which he could 
give his attention to all such windows 
and doors as might offer the easiest 
entrance to thieves. 
Miss Blair He 

It was Miss Blair w 
notice of the burglar’s visit. She ex- 
plained later that she slept lightly and 
heard the noise of. a kitchen window 
being pried open. 

Phaus had just made his rounds of 
the house. 

“At first,” he told the police, “Tf 
thought I heard a noise at the kitchen 
door. I went there with my shotgun 
and as I opened the door the thief ran. 
I supposed there would be nothing 
more to the incident so I returned to 
my room.”

But that Prochowski did not con- 
sider the incident ended appeared from | 


the fact that within a few moments 
there was another attempt made to 
enter the house by way of the anchor 
window. 
Fires with Gun and Revolver. . 
This time it was Miss Blair who 
heard the noise. She called to Phaus. 
Phaus entered hie room and got his 
shotgun. 
which he had a view of the kitchen 
window, the rear yard, and the fence. 
He called upon the thief to halt. 
Prochowski ran. Phaus let go the 
charge in his shotgun. Prochowski 
still ran. Then Phaus opened up with 
his revolver. Prochowski had gained 
the fence by this time, but he fei 
mortally wounded in the alley. : 
The shooting alarmed the whole 
neighborhood. At 2807 Prairie avenye 
is the residence of M. F. Rosenfie?. 
president of the Sunnybrook Distillery 
company. His house had been robbed 


two nights before of more than $2,000 


in jewelry and money. Members of 
Mr. Rosenfield’s household told Lieut. 
George De Mar, who arrived first on 
the scene, that the dead thief closely 
resembled what they recalled of the 
thief who had robbed them. 

Hunted by Police. 

Lieut. De Mar said the police have 
been searching persistently for 
Prochowski since his escape from 
Joliet. It has been the belief that 


many important robberies were com- 


mitted by him. 

When the police frat arrived at the 
Biair residence the identity of the 
dead burglar had not deen established. 
But Lieut. De Mar, who hdd on two 
occasions arrested him for Chicago 
crimes, quickly established the identity 
as that of Adam Prochowski.

| But no celebration of the victory should be al- 
lowed to obscure the facts. They are contained in 
Mr. Gary’s statement issued after the meeting: 
“ after full and frank discussion, in which it was 
apparent all favored abolition of the twelve hour 
day, if and when applicable, it was resolved that 
a committee be appointed to investigate and report 
to the steel industry their conclusions and recom- 
mendations.” 

Note the “if and when applicable.” Note also 
that there is no promise of abolition of the twelve 
hour day. The best that comes out of the meeting 
is the putting of the President on record in favor 
of the reform and the moral approval of the steel 
executives. A committee will be appointed. That 
is familiar. Perhaps it will report in favor of the 
eight hour day. Perhaps the steel companies will 
later adopt the eight hour day in all branches of 
the industry. But there is no pledge and no assur- 
ance that they will do so. ey |

Chicago's labor war assumed more serious propor- 
tions recently when two policemen were shot and 
killed, anether wounded, ard two buildings were 
bombed. The incidents were in widely separated 
parts of the city, but there is hardly a doubt that 
they were part of a campaign of organized terrorism. 
Dissatisfaction among the more radical labor men 
over the Landis wage award started the war, which 
already has resulted in the destruction of thousands 
of dollarg’ worth of property and the injury of scores 
of people, besides the loss in wages. Judge K. M. 
Landis handed down an award as arbiter in the 
dispute between building trades workers and employ- 
ers which was deeply resented by the union men be- 
cause it condemned utterly those absurd rules, an 
outgrowth of the war, which mulcted the builder 
and did no good to the workers since they bred a 
belief that the less work done for the wages paid the 
more work there would be. This is an imported prin- 
ciple—the ca’canny system that has been the curse 
of British unionism for decades. :

Dear Bob: Accepting your recent in- 


vitation to send in dope on some good 
fishin’ country, I want to name the 
places I fished last year.
